of the company. Indictments also were 
found against Gustave Kissel and Thom- 
as B. Harnett, counsel for Adolph Segal. 

There were 14.counts in the indictment. 
The defendants will answer to the in- 
dictments in court next Tuesday. 

The events leading up to today’s ‘in- 
dictments may be traced back to 1896, 
when Adolph Segal of Philadelphia sold 
to the Ametican-Stgar Refining Co. a 
refinery which he had built and for a 
time operated at Camden, N. J. 

Some years later Segal took over the 
old Pennsylvania Sugar Refining Co. 
of Philadelphia, which had suspended 
business in 1398. By 1903 Segal had a 
new plant nearly completed and yee

New Pilot Remains at Post 
While Broken Engine Goes 
Over Embankment. 








Srecial to the Post-Dispatch. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 1.—An en- 


gineer on his first run, determined to 


save the lives of his passengers, stuck 
to his broken engine and greatly re- 
duced its speed before it struck a curve 
and turned a somersauit, half burying 
itself in a ditch and crushing out the 
engineer’s life beneath it. G. P. Reed 
of Osawatomie, Kan,, was the engineer. 


He was running the Missouri Pacific’s 
Hot Springs special, and the accident 
occurred ‘near Dodson at 6 o’clock last 
night. 

Approaching Dodson, Mo., at a speed 
of 3 miles an hour, Reed discovered 
that a flange on one of the engine 
wheels had broken. For nearly a hun- 
dred yards the engine bumped along on 
the ties. The baggage and mail cars 
and two coaches also left the rails and 
the passengers braced themselves for 
the shock they believed was imminent. 


Sticks to His Post. 


There was a sharp curve a short dis- 
tance ahead. Reed, although he knew 
that almost certain death awaited him, 
remained at his post. He reversed the 
lever and applied the air. 

On the curve the engine leaped from 
the roadbed and plunged into a ditch 
under a trestie. The mail car and bag- 
gage car followed. The speed had been 
reduced so materially that the two 
coaches did not go over the embank- 
ment. The frightened passengers 


J. J. Boyle, the fireman, lying uncon- 
scious near the engine. He had leaped 
at the moment the engine fell and was 
bruised and internally injured. It was 
some time before it was discovered the 
engineer had been buried beneath .the 
locomotive. His body had not been 
recovered this morning.

CUBAN SENATE FAILS TO PASS 
BUDGET; GOMEZ ISSUES DECREE |; 


$24,285,000 Is Amount Covered 
by Mandate of Island 


President. 

HAVANA, July 1.—As a result of the 
failure of. the® Cuban Senate to pass 
the budget, President Gomez issued a 
decree making effective Gov. Magoon’s 
budget of 1908-09, amounting to $24,385. - 
000. The deficiency to cover the cost of 
the army and other increased expenses 
of the. Republic, amounting to nearly 
$10,000,000 will be supplied by presiden- 
tial decree. This will practically re- 
peat the conditions of the last year of 
the Palma regime, when, in default of 
a budget, the decrees to this same end 
issued by President Palma, were de- 
clared to violate the Constitution, and 
precipitated the revolution of August, 
1906. 

There is still a possibilitv that Con- 
gress may meet tomorrow and pass the 
budget, In which case the President may 
cancel his decree. But this course is 
open to the objection that the Constitu- 
tion makes it mandatory that the budget 
be accepted before the close of thé fisca] 
year, and the fiscal year ended at mid- 
night last night.

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COMPETITION VS. MONOPOLY. 

An investigation of the record shows that the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co. holds only 
one limited franchise which differs from those of 
the West End Electric Light and Power Co. and 
the Light and Development Co. That is the fran- 
chise of the Imperial company, which had the 
privilege tooperate only in the underground dis- 
trict. The other franchises under which it operates 
are based upon the blanket ordinance granting 
franchises to all whoaccepted itsconditions and 
obiained permits to string wires. The franchise 
of the Laclede Power Co., which waa originally 
granted to the Edison Electric Illuminating Co. 
of Carondelet, was unused for 15 years. All of 
the franchises held by the Union Electric were 
purchased from other companies. 

If there is any illegality in the transfer of a 
franchise from one company to another or in the 
revival of an unused franchise or in operating 
under permits granted on the authority of the 
blanket ordinance it applies to the Union Elec- 
tric as well as to the other companies now under 
fire from the administration. 

The Fost-Dispatch does not approve of blanket 
ordinances and of the operation of public utility 
companies under permits, but it is as bad in the 
ease of an established and powerful monopoly as 
in the case of' a new competitor of monopoly. 
The competitor.is not as much of a menace to 
the community as the monopoly. We hold no 
briefs for any of these companies, and no briefs 
should be held for any of them by any public 
officer. 

We believe that regulation will be the fina] so- 
lution of the public utilities problem, but in 
the absence of regulation competition is valuable. 
The proof of its value, of the effectiveness of 
the menace of it, was shown in the city lighting 
contract. Instead of trying to find flaws in the 
franchise of any company which seeks to com- 
pete with the Union Elcctric the municipal au- 
thorities should encourage competition under fair 
conditions for the city. 

‘Without impugning the motives of either May- 
or Kreismann or Circuit Attorney Jones in op- 
posing the Union Electric’s compctitors, it must 
be admitted they have placed themselves in an 
unfortunate position. Unless it can be provon 
clearly that the corporations striving to compete 
with the Union Electric have no legal standing 
and their operation would be inimical to public 
interest, the conclusion will be inevitable that 
the effort to throttle them is in the interest of 
the monapoly corporation.

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THE SUPREME COURT’S SCHOOL. 

The State Supreme Court is conducting a pri- 
mary school for the benefit of M’ssouri law of- 
ficers. 

In its decision granting a new trial to Leo 
Judd, convicted in this city of illegal registration, 
it directs attention to the value of letters and the 
necessity of correct spelling in legal documents. 
The name used by Judd for the purpose of illegal 
registration was Cohn or Cohen. It was spelled 
both ways in the indictment. The name was 
false in either form, but the learned judges de- 
cided that even a fictional name must be con- 
sistently spelled and declared that the incon- 
sistent spelling rerdered the indictment defect- 
ive. There is no question of the identity of 
Judd or of his guilt of the crime of which he 
was convicted. But the fictional name could not 
be identified as either Cohn or Cohen, so the 
case must be retried. : 

In the Warner bribery case the Supreme 
Court directed attention to the velu2 of words 
in legal documents. The absence of the word 
“the” before “‘State’” was the ground of reversal. 

Perhaps we shall have in the near future 2 
learned disquisition on the importance of using 
correct grammar in indictments. We indulge 
the hope that this course of instruction in the 
rudiments of English composition as applied to 
legal documents will soc. end. The school is 
costly to the State. It necessitates the doubling 
of the cost of punishing men convicted of crime. 
It is time for law officers to realize that it is 
as important to have corrett copy to the crossing 
of the t and the dotting of the i in indictments as 
to offer overwhelming evidence of guilt. Slov- 
enly legal copy is a reflection on the prosecutor, 
a burden on the taxpayers and an offense to the 
faatidious taste of the Supreme Court judges. 
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In io will occur the fiftieth annivers- 
ary of the drilling of the first ofl ‘well and Mr.

A Defense of Whistles.

For the information of Ellendale, Rooster Crow and | 


Bow Wow, whose sleep has been disturbed By va- 
rious kinds of noise, I wish to say that as for the 
dogs, cats, etc., they have my sympathy, but I know 
that very seldom, if ever, are locomotive whistles 
blown unnecessarily. There are switches and fixed 
signals indicating the position of same not more than 
a block or two apart along the tracks through the 
entire city, operated by electricity or compressed air, 
and handled by a signal man in an office probably 
a mile or more away from them, they being entirely 
out of his sight. Every blast of a locomotive whistle 
is a signal which is clearly understood by all those 
concerned in the handling of trains. A great deal 
of property and many lives are daily staked upon a 
strict observance and full use of all prescribed sig- 
nals. It is superflyous to say that practicaWy all 
accidents are due to neglecting to use signals or 
in disregarding those displayed, while very few, if 
any, are traceable to a strict observance, Obviously 
a train approaching signals only a few blocks apart 
at the rate of from forty to sixty miles per hour 
muat of necessity whistle often and in rapid succes- 
sion, and to be distinctly heard and correctly inter- 
preted by the signal man in the tower a great dis- 
tance in advance must also whistle loudly. Fast 
freight trains are mostly of perishable goods, ac- 
cepted under the contract for delivery upon a certain 
date and by a certain time. The consignee is impa- 
tient, the consignor equally so, and the railroads 
have damage claims to pay for al] goods spoiled in 
transit, or that are not delivered at destination on or 
before the time agreed upon. Delays te passenger 
trains are even more serious, as that involves the 
United States mail, for the least delay of which the 
Government collects damages. Strenueus work, with 
less sleep in the day time, will restore the shat- 
tered nerves and insure slumber that will not be dis- 
turbed by noise that is indispensable.

SEMI-PROS TO 
BE RECOGNIZED 


Contracts of Trolley League Play- 
ers Will Be Inviolate, Accord- 
ing to National Commission. 





CINCINNATI, July 1—The National 
Baseball Commission Wednesday night 
gave out the following, promulgating 
a new rule: 

“The attention of the commission has 
recently been called to the fact that 
certain semi-professional players who 
are under contract with clubs of semi- 
professional leagues of Chicago had been 
induced to sign contracts with national 
agreement clubs, and in certain in- 
stances have violated contracts that 
they entered into with the semi-pro- 
clubs. The commission is of 
the opinion that this is absolutely un- 
just, and for that reason the following 
rule is adopted: 

“Rule 50. Whenever a _ semi-profes- 
Slonal player signs a contract with a 
semi-professional team, said contract is 
to be respected the same as if it had 
been entered into by the player with a 
national agreement club, and under no 
conditions wil] any national agreement 
club be permitted to sign such players 
to any other contracts until after the 
expiration of the player’s contract with 
the semi-professional team, providing, 
however, that any national agreement 
club owner can enter into an agreement 
for the purchase or release of such 
plaver, either for the year for which 
said player ‘is wider contract with such 
semi-professiona’ team or for future 
use, with the club owner of the semi- 


professional team to whom the player. 


is under contract, but in all such cases 
the consent of the player must be ob- 
tained before such an agreement can 
be entered into. 

‘Rule 36.—Relative to national agree- 
ment players and clubs, formerly pro- 
vided that™®ptions on minor league play- 
ers could be exercised by major league 
clubs on Aug. 20, and that players must 
report three devs later. An amend- 
ment to-this rule «s also promulgated 
and the new provision is to the effect 
that the National Baseball Commission 
may, if it so desires, grant the minor 
league club the player’s services for 
the remainder of the season.”’

He was sudden- 
ly’ seized with an impulse to paint a

: surprised at his ability. While he 
Was painting, the voice of Gifford 
seemed to tell him to continue the work 
hé had started. 

Thompson continued painting pictures, 
always obsessed by the spirit of Gifford, 


Thompson called on Prof. Hyslop. By 
arrangement he made several sketches 
for pictures at the instance of what he 
considered to be Gifford’s spirit. Prof. 
Hyslop locked these up in a safe and 
then Thompson went to New Bedford, 
where he had never been, and called on 
Gifford’s widow, whom he had never 
met. 

One of the first things Mrs. Gifford 
showed him was a sketch which Mr. 
Gifford had made a short time before 
his death and which had been locked up 
and seen by no one until a few days 
before Mr. Thompson's call. This sketch 


was exactly similar in every detail to" 


one of the sketches Thompson had left 
with Prof. Hyslop. 

This fact and other equally surprising 
features in the case prompted Prof. 
Hyslop to even a stronger belief that 
the spirit lives after death and that 
Artist Gifford’s spirit finds communica- 
tion with this world through the me- 
dium of the goldsmith, Thompson.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., July 1.—All saloons 
in Tennessee within four miles gf schon 
houses were closed this morning by the 
statewide prohibition law which went 
into effect at midnight. Only two points 
in the State are exempt from the dry 


law, these being 12 miles from Memphis, 
and each is six miles distant:from the 
nearest school house. The prohibition- 
ists will try to have school houses built 
within four miles of the saloons in 
these two wet spots and dry them up.

Supreme Court Releases Unit- 
ed Railways in Westervelt 
Damage Suit.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 1.—Divisto2; 
No. 1 of the Supreme Court, sitting to- 
day, affirmed the verdict of $6000 In 
favor of Sarah J. and Peter D. Wes- 
tervelt, against the St. Louis Transit 
Co., but reversed the finding of the 
trial court as te the United Railway 
Co.’s Hability in this case. The 


writ was brought against both of the 


companies for $30,000. 

Judge Lamm, who wrote the opinion, 
says in part: 

“There was testimony showing that 
the transit company was in fact running 
the car on which Mrs. Westervelt was 
a passenger. There is no proof that 
th United Railways Co. had lot, part or 
parcel in ‘running it, unless a certain 
agreement (introduced by plaintiff) be- 
tween that company and the transit 
company, when judicially construed and 
interpreted, had the effect of making 
them joint operators of the car at that 
immediate time. 

“But we have ruled, on full argument 
and deliberation that the agreement 
could not be given that legal effect.’’ 

Mr. and Mrs. W'estervelt live at 6801 
Vermont avenue. She charged in her 
petition that Bellefontaine car started 
as she boarded it at Virginia and Bowen 
avenues, and that she was thrown off, 
internally injured and permanently crip- 
pled.
